their happy new home in an open letter they 
wrote under the umbrella group Twin Cities 
Natural Food Co-ops. Needless to say, the 
Wedge’s implicating P.E. with their "creative 
redecorating" problems is not only a thinly veiled 
attempt to get under our skin (we wonder what 
story they gave to the pigs, too?), it also deflects 
attention from the real point of our criticism: the 
Wedge doesn’t deserve to be called a “commu¬ 
nity co-op” because it is a hierarchical, 
antidemocratically managed institution whose 
organization runs against the spirit and history 
of cooperatives. 

A lot of folks have been asking us, “What’s 
the big deal about the Wedge? Ain’t they at 
least better than Rainbow?" In terms of selling 
better food, supporting organic farmers, etc., 
yes, the Wedge is better than Rainbow.

It’s when the 
focus falls on politics, not food, that the Wedge 
fails miserably, and furthermore, as much as 
Wedge general manager Dan “we promote 
food rather than politics" Foley would like to 
make you believe, you simply cannot separate 
food from politics, especially in North America. 

Politically speaking, is the Wedge really a 
“community co-op?” They claim to have a 
membership of over 1000 households from all 
over Minnesota, but how exactly do you be¬ 
come a member of the Wedge? Well, as one 
worker told me over the phone, all you have to 
do is “write a check and fill out a form." Unlike 
the traditional way of becoming a member of a 
co-op—volunteering a certain number of hours 
a month and receiving a discount according to 
how much you work — Wedge membership 
involves making a “stock purchase" of $80 
(which can be made in four easy payments, we 
are assured). What do you get for your money? 
Not much. Members can take advantage of 
monthly in-store discounts on a select few items 
and every other month they get a coupon worth 
a 10% discount on one shopping trip (up to 
$75). There is no discount for volunteering at 


volunteers. In lieu of workers’ discounts mem¬ 
bers are supposed to receive “patronage re¬ 
funds" every year according to how much they 
spend at the Wedge. 

It doesn’t take a deep mind to realize that 
the Wedge’s membership policy’s benefit up¬ 
per class shoppers. Forking out $80 — even in

The single most im¬ 
portant concept of cooperatives is democratic 
organization. Nowadays, unfortunately, "demo¬ 
cratic operation" of co-ops usually only means 
that the Board of Directors are elected by co-op 
members. These Boards make bigger deci¬ 
sions involving the co-op and its future, but as 
in the case of the Wedge, the day-to-day opera¬ 
tions are managed anything but democrati¬ 
cally. The Wedge, like most any other corpora¬ 
tion in America, has a top-down hierarchical 
organization structure: a general manager, 
department managers, lowly workers, etc. One 
key difference between “co-ops" like the Wedge 
and co-ops like Powderhorn is that while in both 
cases the Board is elected “democratically," 
only in Powderhorn’s (and North Country’s) 
case is the actual day-to-day operations run 
democratically and nonhierarchically, with each 
worker having equal say in the running of the 
co-op. To us, this is what democratic organiza¬ 
tion is about, and we find it laughable that a co- 
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are bossed around by a general manager, have 
no say in decisions made about their work¬ 
place, and are generally discouraged from or¬ 
ganizing amongst themselves.

We all know that this is the five hundredth 
anniversary of Columbus landing in the Caribbean 
and that the celebrations of Columbus' exploits are 
really nothing more than celebrations of genocide, 
slavery, colonialism, exploitation and oppression. 
Native peoples know it, African Americans know it, 
we know it, and every left-leaning paper or magazine 
on this continent knows it. Seeing as an event like 
this only comes along once every f ive hundred years 
we knew we’d want to cover celebrations of resistance 
and other anti-Columbus activities across North 
America. The only question was, with every other 
alternative paper and zine on Turtle Island doing the 
same thing (and probably much better than we 
could), how do we cover something like this? After 
some discussion, we came up with what we hope is 
a somewhat different approach to most anti-Colum¬ 
bus coverage. If anything, at least it’s honest and 
reflective of the activities and attitude of the Profane 
Existence collective. 

So while you won't find much specifically about 
Columbus and activities relating to 500 years of 
resistance in this issue, we do hope the spirit of 
resistance to white patriarchal rule does shine through 
here.

LEROY GREY BEATEN BY POLICE 

On Sept. 24 at 9:00pm Leroy Grey, a blind, 
differently abled, Black man was beaten by 
MTC police for being a dime short on the MTC 
bus. Leroy’s daughter was a witness to her 
father’s beating and violent arrest. She made 
attempts to explain to the cops her dad’s situa¬ 
tion but all they did was threaten to arrest her. 
She asked one officer why he hit her father. He 
proceeded to tell her to shut up or else she 
would also be arrested. She said, “They dragged 
him across the street, rammed his head on the 
squad car door and threw him in the car." Some 
people from United For Peace were also on the 
scene. An officer is quoted as saying “Fuck 
United For Peace!"Thirteen too fourteen squads 
dispersed the crowd. 


Resisting further encroachment on their 
land and autonomy, members of the 
Mdewakanton Lakota tribe continue 500 Years 
of Resistance here in Minnesota. The culprit in 
this case is Northern States Power (NSP) who 
have two nuclear reactors next to the 
Mdewakanton’s Prairie Island Reservation and 
who now want on-site storage for highly deadly 
radioactive waste generated at those death¬ 
dealing plants. (NSP also contracted this year to 
buy power from Manitoba Hydro, a massive 
dam project which relocated thousands of Cree 
and continues to destroy the land). 

Native peoples in the Americas are stand¬ 
ing in the way of the continued functioning of 
U S. dominated patriarchical state-capitalism. 
Whether it be opposing dams in Northeast 
Canada at James Bay, uranium mining in Ari¬ 
zona, or massive clear-cutting of the Amazon 
Rainforest, Native people are standing up to 
Columbus' genocidal legacy. 

In Minneapolis many anarchists and radi¬ 
cal ecologists have recognized this and are 
organizing in solidarity and resistance. This 
past August the local anarchist-collective, AWOL, 
initiated an ambitious effort to bring together 
other anarchists and anti-racists, Greens, and 
liberal environmentalists and peace and justice 
groups, into a coalition centered around explic¬ 
itly social-ecological revolutionary principles and 
a commitment to work in an open and directly- 
democratic manner. 

The Friday August 7th "Direct Action 
Against N uclear Power” involved over 200 people 
taking the streets in an extra-legal rally and 
march culminating in a liberation of NSP plaza. 
The action began in a park in front of where the 
Greens were having their national conference. It 
featured talks by Joseph Campbell of the 
Mdewakanton tribe; Crystal from Anti-Racist 
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spraypaint. 

Coincidentally, the Clinton/Gore campaign 
scheduled a downtown rally at the same time. 
The march passed along police barricades sur¬ 
rounding this spectacle and, after frantic street 
discussions, the majority in the march decided 
to confront American-style “democracy," knock¬ 
ing over police barricades and moving in right 
behind the Demorats rally stage. With perfect 
timing, copies of the last issue of PE arrived on 
the scene and were passed out to those looking 
for an “alternative” to four more years of Bush. 
Many people reacted favorably to the message 
"Same Shit, Different Pile." Action participants 
announced why they were there, invited people 
to join them for some real politics, and continued 
on their way. 

At NSP security thugs unsuccessfully at¬ 
tempted to stop the march from taking the plaza. 
People pushed passed them, filling the plaza 
which, thanks to an unwitting NSP, conveniently 
had a huge stage which provided for the theat¬ 
rical culmination of the afternoon’s events.

EXPOliceTerror In Sevilla 

On April 19, after an anti-EXPO (the EXPO is another 500 years "discovery" celebration) concert 
a radical demonstration of about 350 people was held. After about an hour police stopped it. As 
people tried to disperse they were chased by police with guns drawn and brutally beaten. When 
some demonstrators fought back with stones police opened fire hitting one bystander and 
wounding 3 demonstrators, at least 100 were arrested and most had to be hospitalized. When the 
expo opened the’ next day a group of people holding signs demanding the release of those arrested 
the night before were subsequently attacked by police. There were 20 arrests. Sevilla deployed 
hundreds of police with machine guns throughout the city. On the 21 st police evicted a campground 
used by demonstrators and arrested 30 people. On the 22nd most of those arrested had still not 
been released and those that were complained of racism and severe mistreatment. Solidarity 
demos were carried out across Spain. As a form of intimidation arrestees were told that they must

With complete disregard for human life, in pursuit of the nuclear cycle, The U.S. detonated the 
nuclear test “Divider" on Sept. 22 at 8:04 a.m. This, although the Department of Energy was alerted 
to the presence of four Belgians at 6:00 a.m. that morning. The countdown was monitored and 
seismic activity registered. The four Belgians were very close to Ground Zero at the time of the 
detonation, a fact which was disclosed several times before Time Zero. The countdown continued 
in spite of their knowledge, and the explosion registered 4.4 on the Richter Scale in Colorado. 
Divider is the sixth test this year, the second in a week. The four Belgians were finally spotted and 
arrested an hour after the countdown, about three miles from Ground Zero, all carrying permits from 
the Western Shoshone Nation.

Pigs are travelling three to four in a 
car in South Minneapolis, hassling anyone who 
fits the generic desccription of the two sus¬ 
pects: Black males between the ages of 18 to 
25. This has resulted in de facto martial law in 
the Lake St. area, with any Black male subject 
to harassment.

1/24/92 Brno, Moravia-a demonstration against 
fascism and racism.

About 10-20 people are arrested, 1 punk from 
Poland among them. They all are freed several 
hours after. The guy from Poland and four of his 
friends are rescued from a troop of 30 skins by 
a demo participant after his release. 8/2/92 - 
200 people took part in a demo against the 
Prague Opera Ball. The Ball was organized 
under the patronage of Ivana Trump and many 
members of the aristocracy were invited. The 
demonstrators threw rotten vegetables and old 
eggs at “people” who were getting out of their 
luxury cars and at the police who were trying to 
save them from hits. This resulted in a number 
of dirty and stinking dresses and a couple of 
light injuries that served the police a reason for 
attacking the demo using their truncheons and 
tear gas. A few anarchist were arrested and 
freed soon. 3/13/92 - 8 Czechoslovakians are 
not allowed to enter Germany. They wanted to 
join an anti-fascist demo in Passau, Germany, 
where a big meeting of a neo-nazi party was to 
take place. 3/14/92 - A demo to commemorate 
the anniversary of the fascist occupation of 
Czechoslovakia in 1939 took place in Prague.

POLICE CONFISCATE HERBS! 

The long arms of the federal government are 
stretched greedily toward your dinner table and 
medicine cabinet. The friendly folks at the face¬ 
less (or is it 'fascisr?) U.S. Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration (FDA) have already succeeded in ban¬ 
ning safe and effective health products: garlic 
capsules, acidophilus, betaine hydrochloride, flax¬ 
seed oil and other harmless products are no 
longer permitted as over-the-counter items. (And 
what herbs do we suppose they will confiscate 
next? My guess is that one of the FDA’s primary 
targets is abortifacient herbs.-editor’s note) 

In May of this year state health inspectors raided 
health food stores across the state of Texas. 
Customers and bystanders watched in amaze¬ 
ment as hundreds of products were removed from 
shelves, including vitamin C, aloe vera products 
and herbal teas. On May 6, armed agents of the 
FDA raided an alternative medicine clinic in Kent, 
Washington. A clinic patient’s videotape of the 
raid shows FDA agents, dressed in bullet-proof 
vests, bursting in and ordering clinic employees to 
freeze. The agency said the clinic was raided 
because it made illegal drugs, including “vitamin- 
mineral concoctions" that were being injected into 
patients. 

Rather than protect our health, it seems the FDA 
has become a threat to our health. What’s going 
on? How did this seemingly benign agency trans¬ 
form into an arm of the police state? Will libraries 
be next? —North Country News 



ALF UNDER ATTACK 


Over the past few months, the FBI and federal 
prosecutors have called Grand Juries in Mon¬ 
tana, Michigan, Washington, and Oregon to try 
and gain information on "Operation Bite Back," 
the Animal Liberation Front's (ALF) clandestine 
campaign against the declining fur industry. 
The people called up to testify in Montana 
refused to answer questions and were released. 
Members of People for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals are being called to testify in Michigan. 
Even more seriously, longtime activist Rod 
Coronado of Coalition Against Fur Farms was 
forced to go underground when the FBI issued 
a warrant for his arrest. He is accused of being 
part of an ALF unit that has rescued a number 
of animals and caused over a million dollars in 
arson damage in a series of attacks since last 
summer. A SWAT team with machine guns 
landed in a helicopter at his home, but to this 
date, Coronado has not been caught. 

MORE RACIST COPS 

In April, thousands of us took to the streets in San Francisco 
after the Rodney King verdict. The SF District Attorney has 
charged 105 of the demonstrators (90% of whom are 
African-American) with felonies. He is pressing for state 
prison sentences for the protestors, many of whom are first 
time offenders. This is a racist prosecution. The S.F. 
Human Rights Commission has denounced the D.A's 
conduct and called on him to drop the charges. For current

Dear Comrades, 

We read with much surprise an article 
published in your early 1992 issue [#13] en¬ 
titled, “A Short Overview of Anarchism in France" 
provided by the so-called Movement Anarchiste 
International (MAI). According to the so-called 
MAI, “The FA [French Anarchist Federation] is 
not very dynamic and has lost more and more 
militants (now less than 300). The FA group 
makes a lot of propaganda but are not very 
active in the social movements." This state¬ 
ment is too funny but also completely unfair and 
untrue. Taking the risk of disappointing the 
MAI, I would like to rectify the facts, relying on 
the activity report of our last congress (held in 
Lille in June 1992). 

The federation is composed of 62 groups 
and 16 liasons (more or less one group or 
contact in all of the 95 French prefectures) and 
the membership grew about 30% in the last 
year. There are of course the classic acts of 
propaganda: a weekly paper of 10,000 copies, 
many groups’ magazines, Radio Libertaire in 
Paris (with an audience between 30,000- 75,000 
people, according to official sources), emis¬ 
sions on free radios in other provinces, 
bookshops or libraries in Paris and in other 
provinces (Lyon, Lille, Toulouse, Bordeaux, 
Perpignan, Dijon, St. Etienne), the international 
conference we organize in Paris, and so on. 
The members of the federation are also in¬ 
volved in social movements. For instance, in 
the last year the federation was involved in 
agitation against polls, meetings and demos 
against fascists (Paris, Lille, Lyon, St. Etienne, 
Tours, Toulouse, Dijon, etc.), meetings about 
gender questions (anarcha-feminism), actions 
about urban problems, about the anti-Colum¬ 
bus international campaign, and other social 
struggles (nurses, dockers, school teachers). 

By the way, who were the MAI? Underthis 
grandiose title, they were only two or three 
young guys living in Grenoble. Now the MAI 
has split and their members are affiliated with 
the French CNT, with whom the FA has a good

I’m writing concerning your articles about 
the violence in the wake of the Rodney King 
decision. You seem to have tried to champion 
the violence as the beginning of a class war, 
specifically pointing out incidents in cities such 
as Minneapolis and San Francisco. Long ago I 
decided that i would never find out what REALLY 
happened in LA; I don’t trust the media. Any 
media. Your version of the events in Atlanta are 
just as full of shit as the mass media’s coverage. 
I lived in Atlanta at the time, and have talked to 
several people involved in the various incidents. 
What I’ve heard contradicts much of your pre¬ 
sentation. 

You said, “A shopping and entertainment 


to the Warden, Security Director, and Adminis¬ 
trative Capt., I received almost all my books and 
zines back. A few weeks later I end up back in 
the hole for these charges. And the material I 
did not receive back, such as papers from the 
A.Y.F. (mpls.) and some letters, catalogs, and 
a couple other zines, the pig Capt. Milliren is 
going to write me more “conduct reports" for.

They 
tried to sarcastically cheer me up by saying 
"You could get out of the hole in 90 days if you 
have good behavior." I almost spat on them. 
Then they asked if I had anything to say before 

1 had to go back to the cell. I said, “Yeah, I do: 
YOU ALL CAN GET FUCKED!" at which point 

2 pig guards were ordered to escort me back to 
the hole. Of course I was in belly chains and 
handcuffs. So anyway, it’s going to be very 
lonely for this Anarchist Terrorist the next 120 
days or more. Ya see it could be more cause I 
ain’t changing my behavior for any pig. And I 
got more "conduct reports" coming for telling 
them pigs to get fucked and cause of Capt. Pig 
Milliren, for refusing to stop using the anarchy 
symbol. So, anyone out there please help 
anyway you can, send lots of letters, but books 
and zines got to come from a store or publisher, 
so in order to make it look legit you got to use a 
rubber stamp or bold type for the return address 
on the envelope so it looks official. By doing this 
I will be able to have any books or zines you 
send. Also don’t send stamps cause the pigs 
only let ya buy stamps from the canteen here. 
But seeing as how I don’t have any money you 
could send a few bucks so I can write you back 
and get a couple of bags of dried fruit & nuts 
from the canteen too.

We never put ourselves in a position where 
we are dependent on General members because 
they flake.

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MAI, I would like to rectify the facts, relying on 
the activity report of our last congress (held in 
Lille in June 1992). 

The federation is composed of 62 groups 
and 16 liasons (more or less one group or 
contact in all of the 95 French prefectures) and 
the membership grew about 30% in the last 
year. There are of course the classic acts of 
propaganda: a weekly paper of 10,000 copies, 
many groups’ magazines, Radio Libertaire in 
Paris (with an audience between 30,000- 75,000 
people, according to official sources), emis¬ 
sions on free radios in other provinces, 
bookshops or libraries in Paris and in other 
provinces (Lyon, Lille, Toulouse, Bordeaux, 
Perpignan, Dijon, St. Etienne), the international 
conference we organize in Paris, and so on. 
The members of the federation are also in¬ 
volved in social movements. For instance, in 
the last year the federation was involved in 
agitation against polls, meetings and demos 
against fascists (Paris, Lille, Lyon, St. Etienne, 
Tours, Toulouse, Dijon, etc.), meetings about 
gender questions (anarcha-feminism), actions 
about urban problems, about the anti-Colum¬ 
bus international campaign, and other social 
struggles (nurses, dockers, school teachers). 

By the way, who were the MAI? Under this 
grandiose title, they were only two or three 
young guys living in Grenoble. Now the MAI 
has split and their members are affiliated with 
the French CNT, with whom the FA has a good 
relationship, at least on a federal level. The FA 
group in Grenoble know the former MAI mem¬ 
bers very well for their constant gossiping about 
the FA. The people who know the French 
anarchist situation can just shrug their shoul¬ 
ders about that report but for foreign comrades 
it is different. If is for this reason that I write to 
you. 

The French FA has no desire for hege¬ 
mony but it is true that we are by far the 
strongest and largest anarchist federation in 
the country and fantastic slanders don't move 
us away from the social revolution.

I’m writing concerning your articles about 
the violence in the wake of the Rodney King 
decision. You seem to have tried to champion 
the violence as the beginning of a class war, 
specifically pointing out incidents in cities such 
as Minneapolis and San Francisco. Long ago I 
decided that i would never find out what REALLY 
happened in LA; I don’t trust the media. Any 
media. Your version of the events in Atlanta are 
just as full of shit as the mass media’s coverage. 

I lived in Atlanta at the time, and have talked to 
several people involved in the various incidents.

You said, “A shopping and entertainment 
complex was ransacked” — this is absolute 
bullshit.

The problem was the other actions 
of the students, such as trashing a locally owned 
bookstore. The TV stations also showed footage 
of one student yelling, “Let’s go to Buckhead — 
that’s where the white people are!” Buckhead is 
the upper-class yuppie part of town — granted, 
I’d like to trash the place too, but not because 
white people live there. I don’t know if the 
feelings of this particular student were shared by 
the whole crowd, but there did not seem to be 
any contrary opinion expressed.

So here I am working and hanging around 
the Minneapolis anarchist scene, feeling com¬ 
fortable with my revolutionary etiquette or maybe 
not. In the past I have tried hard to hide the parts 
of myself that I didn't consider to be as truly 
revolutionary as I would like them to be. It 
seems that I was or have been influenced by 
some predetermined idea of what it means to 
be revolutionary; for example i used to think that 
no form of pornography could be liberatory, but 
now I feel that some forms of pom/erotica/ 
sensual beauty are really important and which 
hidden and repressed, for me, results in sad¬ 
ness and frustration. So what do you do with the 
stuff that you cannot pretend is not there? I 
value an anarchist community where I feel 
liberated and safe to express a new sexual 
identity. So I'm coming to the conclusion that 
anarchism is about more than just doing the 
right thing, and although I do think doing the 
right thing is important, if that can’t happen then 
at the minimum being held accountable for our 
actions IS the right thing. Anyhow, there's a 
part of anarchism that's also about facing who 
you really are and not hiding behind what is 
learned. Our passions and convictions—things 
that come from our hearts—are important and 
should not be censored. Also important is 
allowing people to react to our opinions and 
feelings and then deciding for ourselves if we 
need to change. For me, considering change is 
vital. 


I support an anarchist politics that is a 
liberatory politics where people can speak out 
about their differences and respect differences. 



Punk out hard! That’s exactly what a lot of our 
readers seem to like to do. As a steady contributor to 
Profane Existence/M.A.S. for four years now, writing 
on a number of topics, nothing has motivated read¬ 
ers to write in like my fashion column has. This could 
lead a critic to think that we are all shallow narcissists 
for whom anarchist politics are merely another fash¬ 
ion accessory. However, there are important rea¬ 
sons for the way punks act and style out. Stuart from 
Austin, TX wrote a lengthy letter on the subject which 
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There will never be a homogenous anarchist 
community, at least I sure as heck hope not. We 
as anarchists are diverse, beyond the fact that 
anarchism has been in this country a predomi¬ 
nantly white movement. We come from differ¬ 
ent cultural experiences: Lesbian, Gay, Bi, 
Straight, Feminist, Punk, Green, Scholar, etc. 
etc... people of different generations, class back¬ 
grounds, and even sometimes ethnic back¬ 
grounds. (This is tough because obviously we’re 
all from different ethnic backgrounds—I guess 
what I mean by that is that there are fewer 
anarchists who come from ethnic groups that 
have been severely oppressed in this country.) 
This brings me to thinking about the idea of 
broadening the act of coalition building to some¬ 
thing we can see happen outside the coalitions 
we form within the anarchist community. 

There is the smaller struggle—like the 
struggle invoved in keeping an anarchist collec¬ 
tively run community center like EMMA alive— 
and then there is the larger struggle, like getting 
Mumia Abu-Jamal out of the electric chair, 
educating ourselves about political prisoners 
and state repression in general, and supporting 
Native peoples in their struggle against envi¬ 
ronmental racism. Both struggles are impor¬ 
tant. I’ve heard complaints: Why aren’t the 
anarchists in this town organised enough to 
form a unified and audible response to 1) the 
beating of Leroy Gray, a blind, differently abled 
Black man, by Minnesota Transit Cops, 2) the 
slanderous, racist, attempted framing by Min¬ 
neapolis police of Vice Lord Sharif Willis and his 
nephew as a suspects in the shooting of a 

rock to have exploded onto the stage there had to be 
a stage to take to. Disco, being pre-recorded and 
spun by professional DJ’s, eliminated much of the 
spontaneity and energy which existed with live mu¬ 
sic. I know I’m not the only one who feels that one of 
the fundamental aspects of DIY punk is the lack of 
barriers between audience and musician. I’ve had a 
lot of fun this summer attending packed, sweaty, 
energetic punk shows in basements across Minne¬ 
apolis. No bouncers, no rules, lots of beer, loud 
music, anarchy, punk, and chaos. That’s live music, 
DIY and subversive. Going to a dance club and 
listening to pre-recorded electronic music is a dehu¬ 
manizing and soulless exercise in comparison, not to 
mention boring. One need only set back this example 
16 or 17 years to understand where punk and disco 
were at odds on this point. 

The Minneapolis Anarchist Youth Federation 
is meeting every Sunday at noon at the EMMA 
anarchist center in Minneapolis. I haven't been able 
to attend lately but hope to start again as soon as the 
roof on Castle Chaos is done. I urge people who are

I do believe we have the right 
to live around and among other 
anarchists—every community 
deserves safe places— I also 
believe it is important for us to

There is a fear of the meanings 
that make use of the symbols. That’s why a topic like 
fashion is just as much a part of a magazine as 
politically and rebelliously motivated as PE.” He goes 
on to quote some of the luminaries of the early 
movement. “McClaren’s clothes are not merely out¬ 
rageous, they can be legally dangerous.” —Evening 
News, Nov. 1976. “The clothes have got content and 
they’re an expression of some kind of comment 
about the way you feel your situation in society is."— 
Vivienne Westwood. “To wear her clothes....is a 
show of force inviting opposition...clothes can often 
express ideas better than words. They can be as 
subversive a weapon as a book, poster, or pamphlet: 
the person sitting next to you on the bus with an

a stage to take to. Disco, being pre-recorded and 
spun by professional DJ’s, eliminated much of the 
spontaneity and energy which existed with live mu¬ 
sic. I know I'm not the only one who feels that one of 
the fundamental aspects of DIY punk is the lack of 
barriers between audience and musician. I've had a 
lot of fun this summer attending packed, sweaty, 
energetic punk shows in basements across Minne¬ 
apolis.

Back in ’83 I never would have 
imagined Suicidal Tendencies, Napalm Death, or 
even Metallica playing for huge crowds and getting 
mass airplay, but looking at the massive proliferation 
of new DIY punk bands and bands like MDC, DOA, 
Oi Polloi, Poison Idea, Chaos U.K., Chumbawumba, 
etc. which were around then and continue true to the 
punk ideal today, it doesn’t seem to matter or pose a 
threat to the underground. 

One thing that’s caused me a lot of concern 
lately is the controversy surrounding “violent danc¬ 
ing” at shows. One of the guidelines for shows at 
EMMA is “no violent dancing.” Who decides when 
dancing is violent? If some big jock dude with nails 
sticking out of his jacket runs in to the pit and starts 
stomping on everybody smaller than him I would 
agree it was violent dancing and not very punk. But 
what about a crowd of hyped up punks who are all 
friends and peers bouncing around in front of their 
favorite live combo? Doesn’t seem very violent to 
me. I’m usually in the pit at punk and metal shows. At 
metal shows its a macho, violent free-for-all of flying

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AIM PATROL 


AIM Patrol is an alternative to the police 
force for the Native American community in 
Minneapolis. It was founded seven years 
ago as a deferent to police violence. Today 
AIM Patrol works in conjunction with the 
Elaine M. Stately Peacemakers Center, a 
community and cultural recreation space 
which provides youth and family services. 
One of AIM Patrols goals is to provide the 
youth with a safe community in which they 
can learn and grow and a place to relearn 
traditional ways that have been lost as the 
Native community struggles to survive in 
low income inner city neighborhoods. An¬ 
other of AIM Patrol’s goals is to reduce 
crime in the neighborhoods and to renew a 
sence of justice tor their own people. What 
follows is an interview with Ron u Bear” 
Cronick the director of AIM Patrol. I would 
like to thank Bear for Ns time and the 
valuaNe education he gives non-Indians by 
accepting an interview with PE. I would also 
like to thank Pipsqueak for all of the valuable 
technical assistance.- Ms. Abihni 
P.E.: Could you give a brief history of AIM in 
the twin cities? 

AIM: AIM was started in 1968 by Clyde 
Bellecourt, Dennis Banks, Rita Rogers, 
Frank Urbanks, Joanne Strong. AIM started 
in Minneapolis in 1968 because of the need 
for the American Indian Movement to be 
here. The People asked for it because there 
was so much brutality going on, because so 
many of our kids were getting no education, 
they were hanging around on the streets so 
much of the time. So in 1968 they started 
American Indian Movement, and thewomen 
named it the American Indian Movement 
because they were really doing a lot of stuff. 
Between 1968 and the next2or3 years they 
started the Heart of the EarthSurvival School 
and Legal Rights Center. They started the 
New River Call of the United Tribes and tie 
Red Schoolhouse. The women were the 
backbone of AIM in 1968. Then we started 
having the street patrol in those years. 
Watching out for police brutality. So it was 
a long struggle back then in the 60’s and the 
70’s. I guess they had a lot of police brutal¬ 
ity. A lot of our kids weren’t getting legal 
service from the lawyers plus the adults 
were getting charged and roughed up by the 
police. They were just getting thrown in jail, 
they weren’t getting legal service. So there 
was a long struggle in the beginning, in the 
60’s and 70’s, but they got a lot of things 
going for the schools, especially for the 
Heart of the Earth Survival School. So then 
AIM was patrolling the streets too, and there 
was a lot of police brutality going on and a lot 
of the kids weren’t getting an education. All 
across the country now a bt of times when 


have nothing to do so we might as well 
watch them until they got home. We had a 
curfew then, they had to be home at a 
certain time for school. So, we started out 
pretty good. At that time we had the serial 
killer around town, so a lot of people were 
worried and scared so they called us up to 
help them out We had to transport all the 
women home, we were out patrolling the 
streets looking for so and so. A btof people 
were coming out of bars, so we had that 
also, watching bars, which was really bad. 
People were drinking and using their wel¬ 
fare checks. Once they were out of money 
the bouncers would kick them right out on 
to the avenue. So, we were doing pretty 
good, we worked as peace observers for 
about 6 months. We wanted to see that we 
were doing everything legal and all that. We 
got a board of directors going, we got a lot of 
people supporting us and we were out on 
the streets almost every night After about 
6 months, we still had meetings with the 
police. One nightto hefpgetthis patrol going 
I made a specific demand that our patrol is 
going to be drug and alcohol free, As a part 
of that ru le I wanted no member of this patrol 
using drugs or drinking. An alcohol and 
drug free movement, plus, it is like a spiritual 
movement. The thing is what we are doing, 
we are working with our youth. What we 
want to do is work with our youth, help our 
youths get back to their culture, get back to 
their spirituality, learn their language, give 
up the drugs and the alcohol, and get away 
from the gangs. We were pretty successful 
with the youth. About 140 to 160 youths 
help out the AIM Patrol from time to time. A 
lotofthoseyoulhswere involved with gangs, 
drugs, drinking and hanging out on the 
streets having nothing to do. They were 
stealing cars. We worked with them we had 
the youths out there, we took them out on 
patrol with us and a lot of them liked it. They 
were getting harassed by other youths. 
We’ve ended quite a few rapes around here 
in Minneapolis. We’ve ended break ins, 
assaults, and the thing is, is that it is all 
volunteer. In 1989 Clyde met with the park 
and recreation board when this place was 
available. So we worked this place out, we 
went along with it, gave it a chance, fixed it 
all up and painted it all up and moved 
everything in here. The youths just love it 
It is a place for them to come and go after 
school. A lot of times they get out of school 
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newspapers have been on patrol with us, St. 
Paul Pioneer Press and Dispatch, has been 
on patrol with us already. Peter McLaughlin, 
the county attorney, a lot of officers. People 
from out of town, even foreign countries 
have been on patrol with us and were really 
impressed. They know what we do, howwe 
go out there and relate with the people. 
Sometimes they might be belligerent or 
drunk and cuss us out but we ignore it. Just 
because they cuss you out doesn’t mean 
you cuss them put If they take a swing at 
you, you don’t take a swing at them. We 
stand firm on that with our patrollers, we 
don’t take a swing at none of our people. If 
someone asks for help, we’ll help. If they 
really need a ride we’ll give them a ride. The 
thing is we ain’t no taxi cab service either. 
P.E.: Do people call the AIM Patrol before 
they call the cops? 

AIM: Yeah, see it is a first call for help 
because a lot of times they call the police 
and they don’t make it there in time, some¬ 
times they are busy in other places. So 
people call us. We will go and observe it. If 
we decide we really need the police we will 
call them for backup. All our cars on the 
streets have CBs. We have police scan¬ 
ners, we can get calls from 3rd precinct. If 
something happens, they send a car over. 
We are in constant touch with our patrollers. 
If there is a need for 911 they can call me 
back or call 911 on the streets. A lot of times 
people call us because they are being ha¬ 
rassed or maybe being assaulted, you 
know something like that. Usually I can hear 
it on the scanner, and if I hear an assault in 
progress 111 send a patroller over there right 
away. Sometime we get there before the 
police and we’ll hold the suspect for them. 
The police are thankful. A lot of times 
someone is injured. A lot of our patrollers 
are certified in CPR and Red Cross first aid 
training so we can take care of things. 
Sometimes we need an ambulance, and 
sometimes we can handle things and send 
them home. If it is really that serious we call 
911 for an ambulance, otherwise we take 
them down there ourselves to the hospital. 
Our patrollers save lives. Obviously little 
babies, women and youths. When we are 
on the streets we watch out for everybody. 
The police come by now and then, but AIM 
patrol is out there talking to people. A lot of 
times we getthere and wecan observe what 
happens when they call us for help a lot of

get paid I just volunteer and work with the 
patrollers also. The thing is that I love it, I 
volunteer my time. 

P.E. Given the racist nature of many Min¬ 
neapolis cops is it ever difficult for AIM to 
work with them? 

No, the thing is when we first started out, 
they were a little racist and they didn’t trust 
us. We get back and there is an Indian cop, 
and they are really racist against their own 
people and we picketed h im and we watched 
him and we reported him to the police and 
the next thing they lucked him off the patrol. 
But sure there has been a time where there 
has been a couplecops getting on our case. 
If it is just too difficult we report them and 
they check it out if there are people getting 
roughhoused for no reason at all. We pick 
u p a lot of DKs which is short for dr u nk males 
a lot of them want us to give them a ride 
because they are afraid the police will come 
and they will get hurt. Some of the people 
that are drunk or could make it home, they 
said they are afraid because at times they 
said when they are in the car with the police, 
I don’t know if they threaten them or scare 
them or what’s going on but they take them 
down to the river and throw them in the river. 
They have found quitea few peoplefloating, 
their dead bodies floating. Males out there 
that get picked up by the police are scared, 
so they call us and tell us about what the 
police do to them so they don't get thrown in 
the river, But as'far as racists, there are 
probably a few cops in the 3rd precinct, 
because they send a lot of rookies there. A 
lot of them don’t even know a thing about 
Indian culture, Native Americans and things 
like that you know. The thing is you know, 
is ihatif it gets really too bad we’ll just call the 
3rd precinct and report them to the chief 
officer. As far as racism, yeah, there is a lot 
of racism going on but the thing is, is that 
you never see it on a call on the street. 
When we are on the street there is no 
problems, they don't call us any racist re¬ 
marks or cut us down. Every once in a while 
some one will say some thing like that, 
maybe they’ll make a remark and well just 
ignore it They think they are bad, but we 
justgettheir car number and if itjust gets too 
bad we’ll just report it 
P.E.: So it sounds like you are out there to 
deter any kind of police brutality that could 
happen in the community. 

AIM: Yea. Yea. 
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and they help us out also. 

P.E. How did spiritual beliefs and traditional 
ways play a part in how AIM and AIM Patrol 
were began? 

The spirituality plays a big part in it because 
when we fi rst started 7 years ago we wanted 
it to be a spiritual movement. In other words, 
usually I say that because the thing is that 
there is no drugs or alcohol allowed on the 
patrol. The thing is that a lot of these youths 
never knew what their culture was, they 
never knew what spirituality was. A lot of 
their parents don’t even know. They have 
never been to a sundance, they have never 
been to a sweatlodge. And so when we first 
started the patrol we were going on sweats 
and the kids were asking us, “ You know, 
what is a sweat?" We would invite them to 
a sweat and they would come, and then they 
would know. You take a lot of kids, some of 
them 5,6,7 years old to a sweat with us and 
they like it and they want to keep coming. It 
purifies them and makes them feel better. It 
keeps them off of drugs, it keeps them off of 
alcohol, and it keeps them out of gangs. 
When you go to a sundance a lot of kids 
want to go there and observe, then they like 
it and they want to dance. The thing is, 23 
years ago this is something we didn’t have. 
We explain to the kids that when we were 
young we wished we had the same thing. 
The sweatlodges, the sundances, the pipe 
ceremonies and things like that really help 
us out. 

P.E.: What are the sweatlodges? 

It is like a purification. It’s almost like a 
sauna- only for Native American people it’s 
a purification. You go there one night a 
week, sometimes two if you need it They 
heat up the rocks and you spend and hour 
or 2 hours, have a pipe ceremony and you 
come out of there and you feel a lot better. 
It purifies yourself, cleans out your inner 
self, cleans out your mind. You smoke a 
pipe, have ceremonies and everything there. 
We have sweats for women and we have 
sweats for men, A lot of times we take kids 
to the sweats, pipe ceremonies, and 
sundances. A lot of the women and the 
parents don’t know why their kids want to go 
to to file sweats and sundances so we tell 
them that they should come too. We don’t 
force them to go but if they want to go we will 
sure take them. We explain to the parents 
that it is some thing the kids want instead of 
betng raised a catholic or something like 
that they want the Native American way. 
They like it and they come every time. We 
have ceremonies. 

P.E.: What does the AIM Youth Patrol do? 
Well, see the thing is the AIM Youth Patrol 
isn’t just getting kids on patrol. During the

AIM: AIM was started in 1968 by Clyde 
Bellecourt, Dennis Banks, Rita Rogers, 
Frank Urbanks, Joanne Strong. AIM started 
in Minneapolis in 1968 because of the need 
for the American Indian Movement to be 
here. The People asked for it because there 
was so much brutality going on, because so 
many of our kids were getting no education* 
they were hanging around on the streets so 
much of the time. So in 1968 they started 
American Indian Movement, and thewomen 
named it the American Indian Movement 
because they were really doing a lot of stuff. 
Between 1968 and the next2or3 years they 
started the Heart of the Earth Survival School 
and Legal Rights Center. They started the 
New River Call of the United Tribes and the 
Red Schoolhouse. The women were the 
backbone of AIM in 1968. Then we started 
having the street patrol in those years. 
Watching out for police brutality. So it was 
a long struggle back then in the 60’s and the 
70’s. I guess they had a lot of police brutal¬ 
ity. A lot of our kids weren’t getting legal 
service from the lawyers plus the adults 
were gettingcharged and roughed up by the 
police. They were just getting thrown in jail, 
they weren’t getting legal service. So there 
was a long struggle in the beginning, in the 
60’s and 70’s, but they got a lot of things 
going for the schools, especially for the 
Heart of the Earth Survival School. So then 
AIM was patrolling the Streets too, and there 
was a lot of police brutality going on and a lot 
of the kids weren’t getting an education. AH 
across the country now a lot of times when 
they need us we go to different places to 
help, go down to differentcities, we go down 
to different tribal governments. We support 
the fishermen in Wisconsin. The thing is 
that as we fizzled out and then rebuilt again 
in 1985,1986we reactivated the AIM but we 
made it into AIM Patrol. We reactivated AIM 
Patrol because there was still a lot of police 
brutality going on and a lot of our kids were 
getting arrested for stuff and beat up by the 
police and not having there legal rights 
ending up in juevenile courts and being 
forgotten about, so in 1986 we reactivated 
the AIM Patrol. In 1986 we reactivated the 
AIM Patrol because of the amount of calls 
we were getting from people saying that 
they weren’t getting their legal rights and 
that they were getting forced out of their 
homes. We had to respond to that amount 
of problems. Myself, plus Bill Mead, Vernon 
Bellecourt, Dick Legard, Bill Owens and 
some of the women here we contacted them 
and talked about how the AIM worked be¬ 
fore. We totally wanted to get another patrol 
going and we named it AIM Patrol, Ameri¬ 
can Indian Movement Patrol. So at first He 
was a little sceptic about it he said , “Well I 
don’t know how you can do it." and we said 
, “ Well, we’ll try.’’ So we had meetings, for 
about 5, 6 months we had meetings. We 


got a board of directors going, we got a lot of 
people supporting us and we were out on 
the streets almost every night After about 
6 months, we still had meetings with the 
police.

We have a 
dru m group, we have a guy that teaches the 
kids about drum group. We take them to 
Pow-Wows. There are a lot of things that 
youth need, they need sewing class, where 
they can make their own outfits. They need 
their own softball team, baseball team, foot¬ 
ball team and basketball team. It’s some¬ 
thing good for the kids to do, it keeps them 
off the streets. Actually what it is, it r s the 
youth we are doing it for. As the youth grow 
up, they are our leaders. We have a lot of 
youth thatareon the patrol. Wehaveyouths 
that work here at the center with us as well 
and haresponsibilities as well. The thing is 
that's how the patrol is going. We work with 
the patrol quite a bit and we work with the 
police. As far as the patrol goes, we are out 
on the streets 6 days a week, sometimes 7 
days a week. Sometimes we are out until 5, 
6, 7 o’clock in the morning.

You know well observe it, a lot of times the 
police get there. As far as guns and things 
like that we don’t respond. Sometimes we 
are out there and we see people carrying 
guns and we call the police. Werespondto 
gang activity if thereisfightsoutthereby the 
taverns or on the streets we respond to that. 
A lot of times we are out on the streets and 
we see it, we hear it on the scanner. So we 
respond to a lot of that and were right there 
you know, we get over there right away. But 
all and all, the patrols been going for 7 years 
now, and a lot of people are surprised. The 
only problem is that it is hard to get any 
money now. We tried contacting a lot of 
people, telling them AIM Patrol has been 
around for 7 years, the people know we 
work with youths and that we are a spiritual 
movement. We are all drug and alcohol 
free, the way people should be and they are 
supportive of what we are doing. 

P.E.: Whatwould you recommend to people 
outside the native community who wanted 
to start their own system of community 
justice or their own neighborhood patrol?

Stopping police brutality is still a strong 
reason that the AIM patrol exists then? 
AIM: Yes. 

P.E.: Does AIM Patrol work with the media¬ 
tion service provided by the peacemakers 
center? 

AIM: Oh yeah, yeah we do. We got a 
counsel of elders who do mediation and 
crisis intervention. We contact the elders. 
P.E.: What are AIM Patrol’s goals for the 
future? 

AIM: For our future, is to keep the streets 
safe and to work with our youth. We want 
our youths to get an education, to be law 
abiding citizens, to have a good future for 
their families, good jobs, and to keep their 
children and their children’s children off 
drugs and alcohol. Just things like that, to 
have a good education for our youth. Ob¬ 
viously what we are doing for them is help¬ 
ing them to follow their culture and follow 
their spirituality. 

P.E.: How is AIM Patrol organized, and how 
do you make decisions? 

AIM Patrol has a board of directors that 
meets once a month. We have committees, 
staff meetings and we make decisions here. 
If we have to take it to the board, we take it 
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When you go to a sundance a lot of kids 
want to go there and observe, then they like 
it and they want to dance.

Because of the 
school they have to be home during the 
weekand up in themoming for school. A lot 
of the time the kids that were out during the 
week were falling asleep during school and 
school is very important The thing is the 
youth play a big part in the patrol because 
they are on the streets seeing their families 
out there staggering home or out hanging 
around a lot of times. The youth do more 
thanjustthe patrol. We have youth that help 
do security. They work on a farm in Long 
Lake gardening and they are taking this on 
themselves. We take the youths out bowl¬ 
ing, swimming, skiing, rollerskating, horse¬ 
back riding, to different pow wows, con¬ 
certs, wrestling and boxing matches, base¬ 
ball games, and all kinds of fun activities. 
They have to be 12 or 13 years old to get on 
the patrol with permission of parents. At the 
Annual Pow Wow at Ft. Snelling- the youth 
play a part in doing that.

I told him I said, “ Well hey you know we got 
a lot of younger people that are working with 
other AIM groups looking for something to 
do. We want to work with the police and get 
this going." 

So we had meetings and we had a lot of 
people backing us up. On December 26th 
we started our first patrol. Myself, and we 
had a bunch of other people come in sup¬ 
port, were on patrol on the street. We had 
from 8 to 10 cars patrolling the street. Actu¬ 
ally we patrolled the Phillips neighborhood, 
which is the biggest neighborhood in Minne¬ 
apolis. The main thing we watched for was 
Native American women and men getting 
picked by people that were just trying to pick 
them up for prostitution or dealing drugs. 
We watched for assaults, a lot of thefts 
going on, a lot of breaking and entry around 
here. Also, we are watching for a lot of our 
youths hanging around on the streets until 4 
or 5 o’clock in the morning and we didn’t

Sometimes we take youths with 
us to do security. Around here, we do 
security at Cedarfest, the Indian Center, 
wakes, and funerals. We involve a tot of 
youths in all of this with us. The youth are the 
backbone. As long as we have their parents 
permission, we can take the youths with us. 
The parents know where they are, they 
know that we will take them home, and that 
they are safe. Also with the newspaper and 
radio, O.K. now we have had all four TV 
stations on patrol with us already. They 
came on patrol, we rode them around. The

AIM: Assaults, burglaries, a tot of times 
there is someone breaking into the house. 
You know we’ll observe it, a lot of times the 
police get there. As far as guns and things 
like that, we don’t respond. Sometimes we 
are out there and we see people carrying 
guns and we call the police. We respond to 
gang activity if there is fights out there by the 
taverns or on the streets we respond to that. 
A lot of times we are out on the streets and 
we see it, we hear it on the scanner. So we 
respond to a lot of that and were right there 
you know, we get over there right away. But 
all and all, the patrols been going for 7 years 
now, and a tot of people are surprised. The 
only problem is that it Is hard to get any 
money now. We tried contacting a lot of 
people, telling them AIM Patrol has been 
around for 7 years, the people know we 
work with youths and that we are a spiritual 
movement We are all drug and alcohol 
free, the way people should be and they are 
supportive of what we are doing. 

P.E.: Whatwould you recommend to people 
outside the native community who wanted 
to start their own system of community 
justice or their own neighborhood patrol? 
AIM: We had that. There are other people 
that have started that. Last year, I took me 
and 2 other patrollers down to Winnipeg, 
Manitoba to start up a patrol chapter up 
there. We went down to Wisconsin, South 
Dakota, Alabama, Kansas City and Geor¬ 
gia, they all want to start an AIM Patrol. 
They come and ask us how to do ft, and we 
take them out on the streets and show them. 
We give them our connections we show 
them what to do, how to reach out and work 
with the police. You gotta be able to com¬ 
municate with the police and have a rela¬ 
tionship with the police and the neighbor¬ 
hood that you live in. Let the \neighbors 
know what you are doing. Let them know 
that you are out there to help them, you 
know. The thing is you know, it might take 
5,6, 7 months to really get started but you 
know you got to be patient. It took us 7 or 8 
months to really get on our feet and we still 
have trouble getting funding for gas. 

P.E.: So everyone here is a volunteer and 
you all have other jobs and ways to make a 
living? 

AIM: Yeah, we have other jobs and some 
don’t have jobs some are on welfare but 
some do. I work 8 hours a day plus I put in 
probably 7 or 8 hours overtime. But I don’t 


Stopping police brutality is still a strong 
reason that the AIM patrol exists then? 
AIM: Yes, 

P.E.: Does AIM Patrol work with the media¬ 
tion service provided by the peacemakers 
center? 

AIM: Oh yeah, yeah we do. We got a 
counsel of elders who do mediation and 
crisis intervention. We contact the elders. 
P.E.: What are AIM Patrol’s goals for the 
future? 

AIM: For our future, is to keep the streets 
safe and to work with our youth. We want 
our youths to get an education, to be law 
abiding citizens, to have a good future for 
their families, good jobs, and to keep their 
children and their children’s children off 
drugs and alcohol. Just things like that, to 
have a good education for our youlh. Ob¬ 
viously what we are doing for them is help¬ 
ing them to follow their culture and follow 
their spirituality. 

P.E.: How is AIM Patrof organized, and how 
do you make decisions? 

AIM Patrol has a board of directors that 
meets once a month. We have committees, 
staff meetings and we make decisions here. 
If we have to take it to the board, we take it 
to the board to get a decision made. We try 
to make them ourselves. 

P.E.: What is the role of non-Indians in a 
struggle for native sovereignty? 

AIM: You mean for coming on patrol? 

P.E.: I guess this is a broader question 
about resistance in general. Say, for ex¬ 
ample, what would my position be as a non- 
Indian woman in the struggle for native 
sovereignty as a person who lives on the 
land close to an Indian community? 

AIM: We have a lot of non-Indians that 
support us that are on patrol and are on our 
board of directors. We have a tot more 
whites than Indians on patrol. We have 
people from suburbs, in fact we even have 
people from Wisconsin, Native Americans 
and whites, that come out on weekends and 
patrol. The thing is, non-Indians help us out. 
We have got a call for help, and they are 
right there. We’ve got WAMM, we’ve got 
Women of Nations, we’ve got Peace and 
Dignity,and we’ve got Greenpeace. All of 
them, every time we need help they are 
there to help us out. Non-Indians play a big 
role in supporting us, the patrol, and Native 
American rights. Whatever are goals are, if 
we need to demonstrate, picket, or what¬ 
ever, we call upon our friends, white friends 


the school months they can t patrol during 
the week, just on weekends. Because of the 
school they have to be home during the 
weekend up in the morning for school. A lot 
of the time the kids that were out during the 
week were falling asleep during school and 
school is very important The thing is the 
youth play a big part in the patrol because 
they are on the streets seeing their families 
out there staggering home or out hanging 
around a lot of times. The youth do more 
than j ustthe patrol. We have youth that help 
do security. They work on a farm in Long 
Lake gardening and they are taking this on 
themselves. We take the youths out bowl¬ 
ing, swimming, skiing, rollerskating, horse¬ 
back riding, to different pow wows, con¬ 
certs, wrestling and boxing matches, base¬ 
ball games, and all kinds of fun activities. 
They have to be 12 or 13 years old to get on 
the patrol with permission of parents. At the 
Annual Pow Wow at Ft. Snelling- the youth 
play a part in doing that. The youth patrol 
really changes their life. They learn how to 
work with there elders-help them out, take 
them out to a bingo or a picnic. A lot of times 
on the weekends we have more youth than 
adults on patrol. 

P.E.: If someone does get arrested do you 
question the legal justice system and how 
they will deal with that person? 

AIM: Yea we try to find out what they got 
busted for and what the crime they were 
charged with was. Then we’ve got to find out 
why they did this. A tot of times kids get 
busted. The thing is they got nothing else to 
do, no place to go. They’ll be out in the 
streets nothing else to do. A lot of times the 
youth go to juevenile court, we’ll go to check 
it out, talk to them. We’ll ask the judge for 
another chance- tell them we know the kid 
and their family. Sometimes they will put 
them in the care of AIM Patrol. After six 
monthes we report back with how they’re 
doing. So we follow through.

that you just “have to throw the ‘free speech for 
fascists’ discussion aside." 

In any of the quotes above, if you substi¬ 
tute any other group for “fascist” or “racist"you 
may begin to get a picture of what fascism really 
is! Stop a minute and do that! 

The whole point of free speech is just that 
— free to say what you want! Now I hate 
bonehead Nazi bastards more than most people 
because I've seen what can happen if they're 
not handled properly, but I also undrstand what 
the limits are. 

Flather than fight with racists — which is 
usually what they want because they get more 
attention that way — / realize that letting them 
speak is in many cases the best thing I can do! 
Their views are so indefensible and stupid that 
I have yet to see a racist, once allowed to speak, 
that could make any sort of reasonable conclu¬ 
sion to his (or her) statements.

The point I’m trying to make is that the 
interpretation and use of “freedom of speech” 
has changed over time in America. It is not the 
monolithic, unchanging, bedrock of freedom 
and equality we are told it is. People fought for 
years to repeal the Sedition Act, and their 
struggle resulted in an expansion in people’s 
ability to criticize the government. Free speech 
and how it is defined is the result of political 
struggle, not some abstract principle that his¬ 
tory has obeyed unwaveringly for over 200 
years. Those who have the most power in this 
society have struggled to craft a definition and 
use of “freedom of speech” that, while perhaps 
not perfect in serving their needs (think of the 
cops’ uproar over Ice-T’s “Cop Killer” song), is 
the best they can come up with in the face of 
resistance to their power over others. I’m not 
saying that there is some conspiracy among the 
ruling class to define “freedom of speech” for 
their own nefarious ends, I’m just saying that 
the definition and use of “freedom of speech” 
today is quite well-suited for the enforcement of 
unequal power relations in this society, just like 
the different definitions of “freedom of speech” 
were in 1789 and 1798. 

Now let’s talk about power in this society. 
For some people (especiallyVich white males), 
freedom of speech is more than just speech ; it 
also comes with social power. For others, 
freedom of speech comes with little or no social 
power. Whose voice is most heard in corporate 
America and in the U.S. government? Rich 
white men’s. Who’s voice is the most ignored? 
Poor people’s, especially those of color. In your 
circle of friends or in the political work you do, 

whose voice is 
heard most, a 
man’s or a 
woman’s? 

Of course 
there are al¬ 
ways excep¬ 
tions, as the 
“anti-PC-ers” 
are always 
quick to point 


to vivisect Jews. Eleven white yuppie fucks 
thought the pigs who beat Rodney King acted 
“reasonably." Given this notorious list of “rea¬ 
son," is letting fascists speak their race-hatred 
shit reasonable? Fuck that. The struggle 
against fascism is not one of “reason" or “ratio¬ 
nal argument” but one of politics and equality 
and, yes, freedom and justice. Challenging 
who can say what and have power in this 
society is a political struggle, not one of “rea¬ 
son” and “rationality." “Reason" is the status 
quo’s weapon, not ours. 

The struggle against fascism is one of 
equality and freedom and justice, not “freedom 
of speech," which is a liberal concept. The key 
is to make everyone equally powerful and free, 
and that means smashing domination and hier¬ 
archy. “Free speech” means nothing unless it 
is enjoyed by all, and presently it is not. Free 
speech only comes about through equality and 
freedom. Fascists are opposed to equality and 
freedom and work to squash them and “free 
speech" whenever they can get away with it. 
How ironic to support those who would gag you 
(after they get women, queers, Jews, Blacks, 
indigenous people and radicals, of course)! 

St. Vitus — and many others — attribute 
people’s racism to ignorance and/or defensive¬ 
ness. I agree: All people who support the 
oppression of other beings are ignorant 
fuckfaces. We also agree that such people are 
also usually defensive because they’re fright¬ 
ened of losing the privilege they've been granted 
by this society due to their race, sex, class, or 
sexual orientation. We also agree that people 
who are bigots out of ignorance and/or defen¬ 
siveness can be changed. We’ve all gone 
though that process ourselves. However, we 
need to be clear on something: Racism, sex¬ 
ism, homophobia, etc. are more than individual 
diseases, they are systems of exploitation and 
domination. For example, when we say America 
is a racist society (which it is), we don’t just 
mean that a lot of rednecks live here. We mean 
that this is a society that systematically favors 
one group of people over all others in nearly 
every aspect of our lives. 

Racism is a system that uses whatever 
means it can to maintain the domination of one 
race over all others. Fascists who are organiz¬ 
ing are more than just ignorant and defensive, 
they are actively working to strengthen the 
system of racism, using whatever means they 
can get away with.

“Free speech” is one of America’s sacred 
cows. Anti-fascists are one of the few groups 
who challenge that sacred cow. No, we don’t 
say “Censor everyone!" or “Ban everything!" 
because free speech or censorship is not the 
issue in the fight against fascism and oppres¬ 
sion. 

But if freedom of speech or its opposite — 
censorship — are not at stake here, what is the 
issue? Quite simply, the issue is power. 

Before I go on about power, let’s deal with 
Americans’ favorite ideological huggy bear, 
“freedom of speech.” What is “free speech” in 
this country? It certainly isn’t the same thing 
today that it was in 1789, when the Bill of Rights 
was passed by nine of the thirteen original 
states. Back then, “freedom of speech" meant 
only that representatives in congressional as¬ 
semblies should be free to say whatever they 
wanted while the assemby was convened in 
order to allow for free discussion without repre¬ 
sentatives having to fear arrest for saying the 
wrong thing. "Freedom of speech" did not 
mean that normal, everyday people could say 
whatever they wanted in 1789, not by a long 
shot.

It is this 
imbalance in social power that creates bigotry, 
inequality, and political and economic systems 
that oppress the vast majority of people for the 
benefit of the elite few. It is this imbalance in 
social power that must be opposed with all our 
hearts. If that oppostion means putting a fist in 
the mouth of a lip-flapping racist scum, so be it. 

One of St. Vitus’ main points is that the 
best way to “depower” a fascist is to ignore him/ 
her and let the fascist speak, under the assump¬ 
tion that his/her ideas are so stupid that no 
“reasonable" person could possibly buy their 
bullshit. This sounds good in theory, but we all 
know that it’s flat-out wrong. People do listen to 
fascists. Doesn’t Hitler, Mussolini, Franco, David 
Duke and Lyndon LaRouche tell you anything? 
Shit, me and fifteen friends got clubbed and 
maced by Tom David’s (a local white power nut 
at the University of Minnesota) goons outside 
the school radio station while he was “exercis¬ 
ing his freedom of speech" on the air. Fascists 
talk fascism from the pulpit and practice it in the 
street. That’s a fact. 

St. Vitus says racists’ views are stupid. 
Yes, but never forget that there are very smart 
racists out there who are actively trying to trick 
people into buying their twisted package of 
hate. Fascists’words affect people. People die 



need to be clear on something: Racism, sex¬ 
ism, homophobia, etc. are more than individual 
diseases, they are systems of exploitation and 
domination. For example, when we say America 
is a racist society (which it is), we don’t just 
mean that a lot of rednecks live here. We mean 
that this is a society that systematically favors 
one group of people over all others in nearly 
every aspect of our lives. 

Racism is a system that uses whatever 
means it can to maintain the domination of one 
race over all others. Fascists who are organiz¬ 
ing are more than just ignorant and defensive, 
they are actively working to strengthen the 
system of racism, using whatever means they 
can get away with. As anarchists, we all know 
that all systems of oppression must be fought 
using whatever weaponry we can throw at 
them. That’s why when a racist tries to organize 
or speak, we’ll do whatever we can do to shut 
them up, because we’re not fighting a bigoted 
individual so much as we are a system of 
exploitation and domination that we are vehe¬ 
mently opposed to. The point of beating up 
fascists or preventing them from speaking, or¬ 
ganizing, or otherwise is not to “re-educate 
them” or to get them to change their minds, but 
to shut them up. As Ramsey of Political Asylum 
said in an interview in P.E. #13, “I wouldn’t hit a 
fascist to change his views, I’d hit him to defend 
myself. I’d hit him because he’s a fascist, not 
because I wanted to give him a political educa¬ 
tion." 

This issue isn’t about “free speech vs. 
violence," or as St. Vitus and many others put it, 
“free speech vs. fascism." Let’s be clear on 
what fascism is. Fascism is a political ideology 
and a form of social organization that is auto¬ 
cratic, totalitarian, extremely centralized and 
extremely nationalistic. Usually, fascism and 
its ultra-nationalism means it’s a racist and 
sexist ideology as well. Fighting fascists and 
fascism is NOT fascist. The real issue is fighting 
oppression, using any means necessary. Ha¬ 
rassing fascist would-be oppressors is NOT 
fascist, it’s necessary if we want an anti-fascist 
society. 

So this is my and other P.E. folks’ position 
in a nutshell: We support anyone who fucks 
fascists up. We support anyone who stops 
fascists from speaking, organizing, or attempt¬ 
ing any other kind of anti-social activity, and we 
will do our part to help anti-fascist activities. 
Freedom means nothing unless it is enjoyed by 
all. Fascists are opposed to freedom for all, so 
they must be stopped, dead, if necessary. 
Saying fascists want a fight because it gets 
them attention is only partly true: If they get the 
shit kicked out of them enough times, they 
disappear like a lump of jelly evaporating on a 
hot sidewalk. 

Also, we are NOT pro-censorship. We’re 
too busy to be other people’s cops. This is not 
a “free speech vs. censorship” controversy as

Shit, me and fifteen friends got clubbed and 
maced by Tom David’s (a local white power nut 
at the University of Minnesota) goons outside 
the school radio station while he was “exercis¬ 
ing his freedom of speech" on the air. Fascists 
talk fascism from the pulpit and practice it in the 
street. That’s a fact. 

St. Vitus says racists’ views are stupid. 
Yes, but never forget that there are very smart 
racists out there who are actively trying to trick 
people into buying their twisted package of 
hate. Fascists'words affect people. People die 
because of the liberal “freedom of speech" 
attitude. It doesn’t matter if fascists’ words are 
“ignorant,” “stupid," or “unreasonable." In a 
political struggle such as the fascist/anti-fascist 
one, "reason” gets defined by the winner. 

What does it mean to say that reason gets 
defined by the winner? Only that “reason,” 
rationality,” and “common sense,” like "freedom 
of speech,” are defined by the dominant politi¬ 
cal and social culture we live under. After all, 
what’s reasonable these days? Letting racists 
burn crosses on the front lawns of people of 
color? The Supreme Court seems to think it’s 
okay. The Nazis thought it perfectly reasonable 
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mently opposed to. The point of beating up 
fascists or preventing them from speaking, or¬ 
ganizing, or otherwise is not to “re-educate 
them” or to get them to change their minds, but 
to shut them up. As Ramsey of Political Asylum 
said in an interview in P.E. #13, “I wouldn’t hit a 
fascist to change his views, I’d hit him to defend 
myself. I’d hit him because he’s a fascist, not 
because I wanted to give him a political educa¬ 
tion." 

This issue isn’t about “free speech vs. 
violence," or as St. Vitus and many others put it, 
“free speech vs. fascism.” Let’s be clear on 
what fascism is. Fascism is a political ideology 
and a form of social organization that is auto¬ 
cratic, totalitarian, extremely centralized and 
extremely nationalistic. Usually, fascism and 
its ultra-nationalism means it’s a racist and 
sexist ideology as well. Fighting fascists and 
fascism is NOT fascist. The real issue is fighting 
oppression, using any means necessary. Ha¬ 
rassing fascist would-be oppressors is NOT 
fascist, it’s necessary if we want an anti-fascist 
society. 

So this is my and other P.E. folks’ position 
in a nutshell; We support anyone who fucks 
fascists up. We support anyone who stops 
fascists from speaking, organizing, or attempt¬ 
ing any other kind of anti-social activity, and we 
will do our part to help anti-fascist activities. 
Freedom means nothing unless it is enjoyed by 
all. Fascists are opposed to freedom for all, so 
they must be stopped, dead, if necessary. 
Saying fascists want a fight because it gets 
them attention is only partly true; If they get the 
shit kicked out of them enough times, they 
disappear like a lump of jelly evaporating on a 
hot sidewalk. 

Also, we are NOT pro-censorship. We’re 
too busy to be other people’s cops. This is not 
a “free speech vs. censorship" controversy as 
many people try to portray it. However, we’re 
not interested in giving fascists a voice. If they 
want a voice, they’ll have to fight for it, just like 
we fight for ours everyday. Further, fascists will 
not be given a voice within the pages of P.E. 
and, if we can help it, on the streets or anywhere 
in the free society we are trying to build. 

So, fascists, make sure you look over your 
shoulder if you’re going to try to organize and 
spread your racist, misogynist, homophobic 
trash, cos someday, somewhere, an anti-fas¬ 
cist is going to put a fist in your face, and if we 
can’t be there to help, we’ll at least want photos 
for the next issue! 
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PE: Let’s start with the history of SCALP and why it 
came about. 

D: SCALP began bn a nation-wide scale around 
1983. It was a reaction against the growth of fascism in 
France. This was the time when the National Front—which 
is an ultra right wing party in France—and its leader Jean- 
Marie Le Pen began to expand and increase their support 
amongst the population. SCALP was the radical answer to 
this resurgence of fascism. There were a lot of “democratic" 
groups in France that wanted to do anti-fascist work but 
they were basically liberals and very traditionalist, more 
concerned with their hierarchies and image than with the 
methods and structures that the modern anti-fascist struggle 
demands. SCALP was much more radical, because we 
were not only anti-fascist but also anti-sexist and also, very 
importantly, anti-capitalist! 

PE: Who initially founded SCALP? Was it started in 
one city or did it form as a network between the different 
cities? 

D: It was started in Toulouse in 1983 and that was the 
first time that we in Lille heard about them and saw their 
logo, which has an Indian dancing on a fascist’s head. It 
wanted to be humoristic and parodic and also to show that 
we are fresh, energetic, young and lively people and not like 
those older, traditional organizations, who are really dull 
and boring. From that point, people from various cities in 
France started their own chapters of SCALP and now we 
have a network of about 25 chapters and several other 
similar groups. 

PE: Is there direct networking or does every group 
decide for itself what kinds of actions it will carry out? 

D: All the SCALP groups are part of something that 
we call ANTI-FASCIST NATIONAL COORDINATION. We 
meet every 2-3 months to coordinate our actions, cam¬ 
paigns and materials. Every 2 months there is also a 
meeting that takes place in adifferent city every time, where 
we try to analyze the implications of the anti-fascist struggle 
and what can be improved and how our campaigns can be 
more effective. For example, we have set up tours for bands 
who support SCALP and that has been organized by the 
individual chapters. The regular meetings also keep you in 
touch with what is going on in the different chapters. 

PE: Is there anything like a membership? How is the 


travel very far if there was a meeting in the north and the 
other way around. But we didn’t want to centralize things in 
Paris too much, so that’s why every second meeting takes 
place in another town. 

PE: How many people are approximately involved in 
each local chapter? 

D: It varies a lot. In the smaller towns, there might 
only be 10 activists, while in Paris there are a few hundred. 
It is impossible to give any concrete information because 
there is no membership. 

PE: So what’s the emphasis in the activities of 
SCALP? Is it direct action or propaganda? What do you do 
on a day-to-day basis? 

D: We produce a newspaper for SCALP activists to 
inform the individual chapters of what is going on. In 
addition, each chapter also has its own propaganda meth¬ 
ods, like newspapers, radio interviews or whatever. We 
always wanted to have flexible groups because that’s what 
is necessary to combat fascist activities. When we hear of 
a fascist rally or demonstration, we try to disrupt it or wreck 
it in some way. The traditional leftist anti-fascist organiza¬ 


tions are too much wrapped up in their hierarchies to be able 
to make spontaneous decisions to adequately respond to 
these type of situations. They would rather have an endless 
meeting with the party officials giving a couple of speeches 
than confront the fascists on the streets. We also do a lot of 
propaganda work like putting up posters, handing out flyers 
and working together with local journalists and radio sta¬ 
tions who can present our points of view. 

PE: So you aim primarily at raising public awareness 
about fascism? 

D: Yeah, but that’s only one side. The other side is 

direct action Our aim is to nhvsicallv confront fascists 


everybody but in my hometown Lille there’s lots of punks 
involved in SCALP, but you still have to realize that there’s 
a lot of different people in SCALP. There are unemployed 
people, university students and lots more. You certainly 
can’t say that SCALP is like a punk movement or some¬ 
thing. 

PE: I want to get back to what you said about SCALP 
being anti-capitalist and having a more revolutionary out¬ 
look. I know that France has a halfway decently sized 
Communist Party, so I would have thought that they have 
the monopoly on anti-capitalism. Arethere any communists 
in SCALP or is it more of an anarchist organization? 

D: It is really mixed. I couldn’t say whether there are 
more anarchists or communists in SCALP. Basically, ev¬ 
eryone is united through the threat of fascism and works to 
stop it. We all agree on the basic anti-fascist elements of the 
SCALP program. It is just a collection of people who want 
to radically work against fascism. 

PE: But aren’t there any problems with communists 
trying to run the organizations and install a central commit¬ 
tee or something like that? 

D:No,we haven’t had 
any problems in that kind of 
direction. I think everyone 
realizes that we have to unite 
to work against fascism and 
leave our petty differences 
behind. 

PE: Why do you think 
that France has such a fright¬ 
eningly large fascist move¬ 
ment? It is the only country in 
Europe where the National 
Front gets 15% of the votes. 
Supposedly, France was a 
revolutionary hotbed, it’s 
where the French Revolu¬ 
tion and the May 1968 revolt 
took place, so it should theo¬ 
retically be a more leftist ori¬ 
ented society. 

D: Well, obviously the 
answer is very complex and 
would take up a whole book, 
so I will try to keep it as short 
and compact as possible.

FIGHTING THE FASCISTS— 

NAZIS AND COPS ALIKE 

September 12, at 4:30pm at Waterloo Station, London, 
found about 500 anti-fascists of a generally non-aligned nature, 
i.e. no SWP placards, etc. A lot of “Nazi scum off our streets” type 
chanting gave way to “Police protect the Nazis/fascists” as the 
pigs started to clear the station. After some struggles and a few 
arrests the police “evacuated” the whole station and closed it.

changed. On this tour, I can take a look at the gig guide of any venue that we 
come to and see that ten out of fifteen gigs will be by American bands. The bands 
are only booked because the organizers know that it’ll bring them money, which 
is good if you invest the profits into the building or other political activities. But 
from the point of view of a musician who doesn’t play commercial, mindless, 
trend-oriented music, this is a disaster. A few years ago, it was possible for 
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almost any 

bandtoplayagiginasquat. If the 
band came from the squatting move¬ 
ment it was commonly agreed that it 
could use the squat as an alternative to 
clubs where you have to beg the owner to play. 
But now, venues will only book you if you are 


take a multimedia approach by working with videos. Whenever we can, we try 
to pass out counterinformation at our gigs. For us, the band is an extension 
of the lifestyle we have chosen to live by, something which feels good to us. 
LA: Everyone triesto express themselves through the band and that’s why we 
have been experimenting with sounds and noises so much lately. Tribal 
rhythms have been becoming very important. 

L: The band works much differently than most other bands. We don’t plan to 
sound like this or that. We never look for additional members to play certain 
instruments. I was a part of the original lineup and since then many people 
have joined the band so that they could use it as a vehicle for self-expression. 
Lavinia started doing backing vocals not because we needed someone to do 
that, but because she wanted to do it. Same goes forthe keyboards. Bostick 
plays keyboards unlike anybody else that I know, but it’s his way of expression 
and it works very well in the band. It was the same thing with the performance. 
We didn’t sit down and say, “Let’s do a performance because it would be kinda 
cool.” There was enough interest in this experiment from various people that 
are close to the band and so we did it. The instrumentation comes purely from 
personal preferences, not from a fake, precomposed master plan for the 
music. 

PE: I guess it’s safe to say that the two main elements of your music are 
hardcore/thrash and industrial. Are the industrial edges supposed to reflect 
the message itself, seeing as it’s really harsh and brutal? 

L: I’m not quite sure exactly when industrial came into the music, but it was 
always more of a result of our search for a music style that hasn’t been done 
before. It certainly didn’t come from the equation “harsh message = harsh 
music.” It just seemed to fit in very well, so we use it. 

PE: Well, I asked because when I first heard your demo tape a few years ago, 

I didn’t know what your lyrics were about but I sorta instinctively knew what 
you were saying. The music alone communicates a lot to me. 

A: Yeah, there is definitely a relation between the lyrics and the feeling you get 
from listening to the music. I think the first thing to come is either the concept 
or the feeling behind a song, or both. 

PE: Let’s talk a bit about your multimedia approach. Did that develop naturally 
or did you just decide at a certain point that you wanted to do more than just 
music?

PE: Let’s talk about the lyrics a bit. I noticed that a central theme throughout 
all your records is about freeing yourself from society’s norms. 

L: Yes, this is a very important topic for the band, but I try to steer clear of the 
many cliches that are often used for this topic. That’s why the lyrics aren’t 
necessarily very upfront. They certainly come from the stomach and not from 
the head, but it’s nevertheless very much individualistic, dealing with my own 
experiences and how I feel inside. When I write something, I don’t search for 
something which others could necessarily understand. My feelings and the 
urge to express them comes first! 

PE: There was a bit of a controversy about the inner cover of your second Lp. 
One venue in Berlin didn’t want to have you play because they said it had 
something to do with sado-masochism. What’s your reaction to that? 

L: Uuuhh, this is a really embarassing question because I am the one who is 
on the photo. I don’t really want to limit the individual interepretation of it by 
saying that it means only one thing. It can be interpreted in many different 
ways. 

B: One possible interpretation would be the struggle against coercion. The 
attempt to free yourself from the pressures of society. But that's only one of 
many options. 

PE: But you must have had a specific image and message in mind when you 
took those photos. 

L: Well, what happened is that me and a friend did a photo session with a 
photographer that we knew. The original idea was to do a particular yoga 
exercise which I have mastered. The point is to concentrate and transform 
yourself into a state where you can bring your waist to contract so that it has 
the diameter of about 20 cm. It was in the process of this that the photos were 
taken, but we only got to choose among just a few, so we decided in favor of 
the one that made it onto the inner cover. But although we generally knew what 
we wanted to do, we also went into the session with the intention of going 
it with as few preconceived ideas of how we wanted it to turn out as 
possible. Sometimes, we try to turn away from structure and attempt to create 
instinctively, to capture the impression of the moment. That is when art is at 
its most natural, an expression that doesn’t come from the calculating mind 
but from unforseeable emotion. But the accusation that it has anything to do 
with sado-masochism is complete bullshit.

Sure, that’s where 
we come from, but we don’t want to be restricted by musical structure. We like 
to experiment with many things and if I have to be honest, I would have to say 
that we considerourselves musicians that like to push their musical boundaries 
further and further to create something truly original, something that doesn’t 
necessarily fit into a nice clean category. In the last three or four years we have 
been increasingly working with instrumentation, but always from an individual- 
oriented standpoint. It’s only when somebody in the band says that they want 
to play a certain instrument that it gets woven into the music. It’s not like 
somebody is assigned to do something even if they don’t really care for it. But 
Contropotere isn’t even a strictly music-oriented group anymore. In the recent 
pafct we have been doing performances along with the music to communicate 
oi$ political message more effectively. And the latest project is an attempt to

L: Yes, this is a very important topic for the band, but I try to steer clear of the 
many cliches that are often used for this topic. That’s why the lyrics aren’t 
necessarily very up front. They certainly come from the stomach and not from 
the head, but it’s nevertheless very much individualistic, dealing with my own 
experiences and how I feel inside. When I write something, I don’t search for 
something which others could necessarily understand. My feelings and the 
urge to express them comes first! 

PE: There was a bit of a controversy about the inner cover of your second Lp. 
One venue in Berlin didn’t want to have you play because they said it had 
something to do with sado-masochism. What’s your reaction to that? 

L: Uuuhh, this is a really embarassing question because I am the one who is 
on the photo. I don’t really want to limit the individual interepretation of it by 
saying that it means only one thing. It can be interpreted in many different 
ways. 

B: One possible interpretation would be the struggle against coercion. The 
attempt to free yourself from the pressures of society. But that’s only one of 
many options. 

PE: But you must have had a specific image and message in mind when you 
took those photos. 

L: Well, what happened is that me and a friend did a photo session with a 
photographer that we knew. The original idea was to do a particular yoga 
exercise which I have mastered. The point is to concentrate and transform 
yourself into a state where you can bring your waist to contract so that it has 
the diameter of about 20 cm. It was in the process of this that the photos were 
taken, but we only got to choose among just a few, so we decided in favor of 
the one that made it onto the inner cover. But although we generally knew what 
we wanted to do, we also went into the session with the intention of going 
it with as few preconceived ideas of how we wanted it to turn out as 
possible. Sometimes, we try to turn away from structure and attempt to create 
instinctively, to capture the impression of the moment. That is when art is at 
its most natural, an expression that doesn’t come from the calculating mind 
but from unforseeable emotion. But the accusation that it has anything to do 
with sado-masochism is complete bullshit. Right next to the photo is a text 
where it is clearly visible that we are against all types of oppression and 
authority. I think it was just a bad excuse for the venue so that they could cover 
up the fact that they didn’t want to have us play because they though there 
wasn’t enough money to be made. Nobody brought up such a silly accusation 
before! 

PE: While we are on the topic of controversial components of your records, 
I was very surprised to see a quote by Lenin on the 7". By looking at your ideas, 
statements and sentiments it seemed to me that your thinking is a lot more 
anarchist than communist. As far as I know the Communist Party in Italy is 
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represented in parliament and as such is an integral part of the system. I also 
don’t understand how you can quote Lenin who was the one responsible for 
the sellout of the Russian Revolution and the consequent massacre of many 
revolutionary anarchists. 

A: Well, we chose to quote him because he talks about transformation and change 
which are concepts of central importance to Contropotere. We like the quote and 
thought it fit in really well with our concept. We didn’t want to imply that we 
support communism. We identify with anarchism more than with any other 
revolutionary theory but we refuse to accept complete ideologies because it leads 
to dogmatism and stagnation. There are worthwhile aspects of communism that 
we can appreciate and learn from, but our views on protest and resistance are 
much different from the concepts of the Communist Party, so we don’t 
have anything to do with them at all. We favor autonomous organizing 
and the struggle against all forms of authority! 






CHRIS BOARTS 
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PE: So, tell us a little bit about yourself. 

C: Alright, let’s cover the basics: I have been living in 
NYC for three years now. I’m originally from Pennsylva¬ 
nia, but have also lived in Boston for a while. I have been 
putting out Slug & Lettuce for about 5 years. It’s in 
newspaper format, has loads of classified ads, reviews, 
features, my photos, and is for free, tool 
PE: Maybe we could talk about your interest in 
photography first. Did you get into it before you got 
into punk or was it the other way around? 

C: As far as I can remember, I always had some degree 
of interest in photography, even when I was a little child, 
I had a camera and would always run around with it, 
taking pictures. I would take pictures of my friends or of 
places that I had traveled to, but I got more interested in 
it, when I got into punk. I helped set up shows in 
Pennsylvania and for some reason I really liked taking 
pictures of the bands. That sort of resparked my interest 
in it and led me to go even as far as studying it. At that 
point I also stopped using those automatic snap-shot 
cameras and got myself one of those “real” ones and 


started doing black and white stuff, too. 

PE: You also photograph otherthings besides bands 
and people from the punk scene, so would you like to 
talk about that a bit? 

C: Well, most I have been working on a personal project. 
I am trying to document the things going on in the Lower 
East Side, where I also live at this point. It mostly revolves 
around the deterioration of the buildings in this area. I 
have always been attracted by decay; of architecture in 
particular. I think the fascinating aspect of it is to go into 
these old buildings and basically see them fall apart. In 
the resent past, I have been going into the squats in the 
area and taking pictures, but even when I am not in New 
York, I still have an interest in decay and destruction. 
When I was in California, all I did was walk around in 
alleys. People say I’m interested in all this depressing 
stuff, but for me it’s beautiful in a certain way. 

PE: Is your new project also inspired by your political 
consciousness or is it more of an artistic ambition? It 
seems that you use many traditional factors in these 
pictures, like the way the light falls Into the buildings, etc 
C: I think it’s definitely a combination of both. As I have 


told you, I have always been attracted to slums and 
decaying neighborhoods; I don’t exactly know why. But 
in the context of my project, there is definitely a political 
aspect. I have thought this thing out and know what I want 
to do with it. For example, I never photograph people, it’s 
always the ruins that they have left behind. I guess in a 
strange way it totally contrasts the band and the gig 
photos that I also do. I either totally go for the people or 
the buildings. 

PE: When you take photos, do you see yourself as a 
photographer or just somebody from the punk scene 
with a camera? 

C: Well, I guess I have to admit that there is a bit of a 
problem with this whole subject. For example, most 
recently I have been doing a lot of punk related stuff, 
taking pictures at ABC-NO-RIO and doing portraits of 
people from the “scene". So when I walk around the club 
or whatever I know that I am part of the whole thing, but 
I still have to distance myself from it so I can do a good job 
as a photographer. But realistically speaking, I can’t 
separate myself from the identity that I have as a partici¬ 
pant in the scene. I will never be able to just go to a show 
and manipulate the people into doing what I want for the 
picture, because that is what most photographers do. I 
prefer to work with the people, instead of taking the usual 
attitude that photographers have and using them for 
whatever you want. In a sense being a photographer is 
a fucked-up position, because all you are supposed to do 
is take pictures. You are not suppose to have any 
connection with the subject matter that you are photo¬ 
graphing. That’s why it’s a bit difficult for me because lam 
involved in the punk scene and care about it.

to be the only well known punk rock photographer around. 
C: Nope, never heard of him. I guess I might have seen 
his stuff in MRR, but I never paid special attention to it.. 
. But in any case, I think you would be surprised how 
many people out there take pictures at gigs, the only 
reason nobody knows about it is they don’t get them 
published. The reason why I am a lot more visible is 
because I’m just a consistent type of person. It’s sorta 
part of my personality. That’s why Slug & Lettuce comes 
out very regularly and gives me the possibility to get my 
pictures seen by a lot of people. In addition, I have been 
doing Slug & Lettuce for over 5 years now and through 
this consistency it might seem that I’m the only person 
who dose this type of stuff. But I want to make it perfectly 
clear that I don’t do all of this because I desperately want 
recognition or whatever. I think it’s fun and interesting 
and that’s why I do it.

M: We started Los Crudos about a year 
ago. It all came together when I ap¬ 
proached the guys who were already in a 
band and I had this idea of wanting to do 
this Spanish singing punk rock band that 
would talk about the problems that a lot of 
us people were dealing with in these 
neighborhoods and our communities. Just 
to reach a lot of the younger people in our 
neighborhood was the main objective and 
to get a message out about what’s going 
on to other people outside of our neigh¬ 
borhood. They liked the idea, we got 
together and started jamming and ever 
since then we’ve been doing tons of 
shows. It’s been working head on from 
the idea we started out as on that path.

PE: Why the name "Los Crudos"? 

M: The word Crudo means raw but it’s 
also a slang term for being hungover. And 
we kind of take the word for both its 
meanings. Crudos in the sense of being 
hungover. We’re kind of like hungover, 
intoxicated, it’s just this overwhelmingness 
of all these problems, these little forms of 
racism, things like that, it’s just so over¬ 
whelming sometimes that you feel just 
like hungover on it, and it's also raw like 
Crudo, you know non-edible, you can’t 
swallow it, you can’t taste it, we like to use 
it for both it’s meanings. It applies very 
well to what we’re doing and the form of 
music we're doing it in, and the way we’re 
expressing ourselves. 

Jl: Also how society can just keep pump¬ 
ing intoxicants into our blood stream and 
we’re intoxicated but it’s sort of wearing 
off cuz if we can stand up and say “you’re 
wrong" then maybe we’re over it and we 
can try and help other people over. 

Js: I think a lot of people who are here 
now, whatever background they are, like 
we were talking about, how they come to 
the United States to work or to get a better 
life, everyone in general has there own 
way of resisting we choose to do it in punk 
rock hardcore because it’s something 
that we feel strongly about, we believe in 
it and that’s how we choose to express 
ourselves. And Spanish because we just 
feel like it.

PE: We were talking earlier about why you 
won’t sing about things like animal rights.. 
M: Personally I’m a vegetarian, but the 
reason we don’t sing about it, the rest of 
the guys aren’t vegetarians and I think it’s 
totally out of context to sing about animal 
rights to people who are too poor to turn 
something away that’s given to them. If 
you’re very poor and all you have is one 
day peas and peanut butter and jelly then 
that’s what you take, if another day you 
have a hamburger you take it. It’s not a 
question about is this politically correct or 
not, it’s a question about surviving. And I 
think it would be kind of ridiculous to sing 
to people who it’s not even in their power 
to make that decision, to eat meat or not 
That’s basically why we don’t stress upon 
those issues and I thinksometimes people 
who are into vegetarianism or certain 
movements or certain little things and 
people even in the punk community can 
be really insensitive to people who are 
poor, living in poverty.

And we’re getting 
offered things, like the Profane comp which 
is a project that fits perfectly with what 
we’re doing, it’s about 500 years, inva¬ 
sion.

Js: Why didn’t we do folk, or why didn’t we do 
mainstream stuff?

Both publications have over-full “letters" sec¬ 
tions full of the same redundant arguements month 
after month: Anarchy has “to Love and Rage or 
not to Love and Rage ;’’ Maximum RocknRoli has 
“Straight Edge or not Straight Edge", etc, whine, 
whine, etc. . 

Both publications feature regular appearances 
by celebrities where the readers either love them 
or hate them with equal ferocity: Anarchy has Bob 
Black; Maximum RocknRoli has Mykel Board.

Griel Marcus. Lipstick Traces . Harvard: Cam¬ 
bridge, MA, 1989. 

Marcus uses the Sex Pistols and punk as a 
point of departure to bounce around the twentieth 
century, examining a number of dissident avant 
garde artistic and cultural groups. In a rambling, 
disjointed prose he manages to tie together medi¬ 
eval heresies, dada, punk, lettrisme and his per¬ 
sonal favorite situationism. I found Marcus’s book 
entertaining and interesting but his style of jump¬ 
ing around from period to period and his rambling 
simile-packed prose hard to follow and annoying. 
Readers who enjoy a somewhat wordy and per¬ 
sonalized narrative will like this, but for someone 
like me trained by the university system to follow 
trends and chronology it seemed like a lot of pages 
of filler around a core of facts. This book is aimed 
more at middle class adults who are “discovering” 
an "alternative" underground culture which needs 
to be explained to them by a rock critic culture guru 
like Marcus. The section on punk is full of second 
hand inaccuracies and is made obsolete by 
Savage's England's Dreaming but is still pretty 
good at placing punk in the same company with 
several avant garde cultural movements. He fails 
to notice the divide between "art school" punks 
which realized this and street punks who didn’t 
care and also fails to mention punk after 76-78. 
Marcus has a tendency to make several 
unconnected cultural movements look like part of 
a grand, magical situationist scheme. This is still 
a valuable book for the stream of hard data run¬ 
ning through it, especially on da da. (Felix) 


A much better job in 300 fewer pages is done 
by Stuart Home. The Assault On Culture . AK 
Press: Stirling, 1991. Home is in my opinion a 
much better writer with much better analysis. He 
has done more hard research and bases his text 
on a greater body of facts from texts, recordings, 
art catalogues and personal interviews. Home 
works in chronological order from the Lettrist Inter¬ 
national to Class War. He chronicles the ideas, 


aims and actions of a number of groups all caught up in the same "utopian 
current" running beneath mainstream culture. He delves deeper into 
situationism and examines groups such as the Neoists, Fluxists, White 
Panthers, Motherfuckers and others not mentioned by Marcus. He brings to 
his work an anti-authoritarian analysis which is concious of class factors in the 
shaping of culture which Marcus is too blind to see. He does a very good job 
of placing punk in context with fringe art and culture groups as well as realizing 
it's political and revolutionary significance. I would highly recommend this 
work to anyone interested in the “unheard music” and unseen art of the late 
twentieth century. (Felix)

The author Danny Burns was the Secretary of the Avon Federation of 
Anti-Poll Tax Unions and was actively involved in the street level fight against 
the hated “Poll Tax" in Britain, from its first introduction to the Tory government’s 
tail-between-their-legs revocation of their regressive law. This book is a very 
good documentation starting in the early stages of implementation and how 
this tax was seen as an attack on the whole of the working class in Britain. This 
work clearly illustrates that the Anti-Poll Tax movement was successful 
because of the way the resistance was organized into street-level unions 
where full participation was encouraged, and with all the local unions working 
in solidarity with one another to form one mass resistance movement which 
peaked at over 17 million participants. Danny Burns explores all the 
implications the Poll Tax had on people’s lives as well as very-well document¬ 
ing the various resistance campaigns and events which culminated in the 
demise of the Poll Tax. The spirit of this book strongly reflects the rebellious 
nature of the Poll Tax Resistance and the success of the movement can be 
probably best be summed up by the closing passage. “Society will not be 
fundamentally changed by attempts to influence the parliamentary process 
(as exemplified by the Labour Party), or by setting up small groupings to be 
the vanguard of the revolution (like Militant and the SWP).
